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GENERAL  FEATURES  OF  THE  BOROUGH. 


The  Borough  is  situated  in  the  northern  part  of  Mid-Che  shire,  8 miles 
south  of  Manchester. 

The  total  population  in  accordance  with  the  Registrar  General’s 
Estimate  is  39,600. 

There  is  a considerable  industrial  area  containing  several  large 
engineering  works  of  world  wide  repute,  and  a nunbser  of  smaller  concerns  and 
factories,  providing  employment  for  a large  section  of  the  population, 

A fair  proportion  of  the  population  is  residential,  with  business 
interests  in  Manchester,  Salford  and  other  toms. 

The  main  shopping  centre  and  Public  Market  (2  days  per  week) 
provide  facilities  for  the  greater  portion  of  the  people  from  adjoining 
districts. 

A public  market  is  held  on  Tuesday  and  Saturday  of  each  week  and  is 
well  patronised  by  shoppers  from  a very  wide  area. 

The  Municipality  provides  Public  Libraries  and  Public  Swimming  Baths, 
There  is  an  18  hole  Municipal  Golf  Course,  tennis  courts,  recreation  grounds, 
all  of  which  provide  wide  open  spaces  in  the  Borough.

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The  population  figures  given  are  home  population  (including  any  members 
of  the  armed  forces  stationed  in  the  area)  and  the  births  and  deaths  rates  are 
based  on  this  population.  The  standardised  births  and  deaths  rates  are 
arrived  at  after  allowing  for  the  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  population, 
giving  a fairer  comparison  with  that  of  other  areas. 

There  has  again  been  a reduction  in  the  birth  rate  as  compared  with 
the  two  previous  years.  This  coincides  with  the  trend  in  the  rest  of  the 
country.  The  rate  remains  below  that  for  the  rest  of  England  and  Wales, 
especially  after  standardisation  for  comparison. 

The  death  rate  is  slightly  higher  than  the  two  previous  years.  The 
crude  death  rate  is  the  same  as  that  for  the  rest  of  England  and  Wales,  The 
individual  causes  of  death  are  show  in  Table  X,  There  has  again  only  been 
one  maternal  death  in  consequence  of  childbirth.

The  total  number  of  live  berths  of  541  gives  us  the  live  birth  rate  of 
13*7  per  1,000  population  as  compared  with  15.1  in  1949. 

The  still  birth  rate  is  0.28  per  1,000  population  as  compared  with 
0.38  in  1949. 

The  illegitimate  live  births  number  21,  being  3.8  per  cent  of  the  total 

births. 


The  nunber  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  was  13,  giving  the 
infant  mortality  rate  cf  24  per  1,000  live  births,  which  is  only  slightly  mere 
than  the  figure  of  23.5  Inst  year,  which  was  the  lowest  on  record  in  Altrincham,, 
This  rate  is  below  the  rate  of  29.8  for  the  rest  of  the  country. 

There  were  2 illegitimate  infants  deaths  in  1950,  compared  with  2 in 
1949,  the  rate  being  95  per  1,000  illegitimate  births.

The  year  under  review  has  been  again  a good  year  as  far  as  infectious 
diseases  are  concerned.  There  have  been  a considerable  number  of  cases  of 
measles,  the  largest  number  occuring  in  the  early  months  of  the  year,  being  a 
continuance  of  an  epidemic  occuring  in  the  latter  part  of  the  previous  year. 

The  disease  has  remained  mild  in  type  compared  with  the  early  years  of  the 
century,  and  there  have  been  no  deaths  resulting  from  it. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  and  Scarlet  Fever  are  somewhat 
higher  than  last  year,  but  again  Scarlet  Fever  remains  very  mild  in  character 
and  we  have  had  no  deaths  attributable  to  either  of  these  diseases. 

There  were  five  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  notified,  rather  a large  number, 
though  only  two  of  these  had  paralytic  symptoms,  and  in  the  three  non-paralytic 
cases  the  diagnosis  could  not  be  recorded  as  definite. 

The  "humber  of  cases  of  Pnuemonia  remains  at  the  same  figure  as  in 
previous  years. 

It  is  noted  that  there  were  no  cases  of  food  poisoning  reported  during 
the  year. 
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Again  there  have  been  no  notified  cases  of  diphtheria  and  one  can 
only  regard  it  as  a result  of  intensive  immunisation  from  the  years  1940 
onwards . 

Table  VII  gives  for  inlormation  the  number  of  notified  cases  of  deaths 
from  diphtheria  over  the  previous  20  years.

The  Manchester  Corporation  aie  the  statutory  authority  for  the 
supply  of  water  in  the  district. 

The  following  report  has  been  received  from  the  Water 
Undertakers  - 

'‘The  supply  has  been  satisfactory,  and  a Typical  Chemical 
Analysis  on  the  Thirlmere  supply  shows  the  water  to  be  clear  and 
free  from  sediment.  The  supply  is  liable  only  to  slight- 
variation  throughout  the  year.  Of  ninety-six  samples  examined 
bac beriologic.ally  92  were  free  from  coliform  bacteria  in  a 
10 0 mis  of  water. 

The  4 samples  containing  coli  gave  the  following  results  - 

1 sample  contained  1 non- faecal  coli  per  100  mis. 

2 samples  contained  1 faecal  coli  per  100  mis. 

1 sample  contained  2 faecal  coli  per  100  mis. 

These  coli  are  not  derived  from  any  pollution  of  the  water 
in  the  mains  or  due  to  lack  of  chlorination,  but  are  derived 
from  deposits  in  the  mains. 

The  mains  had  not  been  flushed  for  almost  two  years  and  when 
flushing  commenced  in  the  latter  half  of  195^,  some  samples 
contained  an  occasional  coli  derived  from  the  disturbed  deposits. 

Plunbo-Soivency » 

The  raw  Thirlmere  water  has  a low  plumbo- solvent  action,  but 
it  is  neutralised  with  hydrated  lime  to  a pH  (acidity  or 
alkalinity)  value  of  J.O  to  7-5«  The  amount  of  lead  picked  up 
from  lead  service  pipes  after  overnight  contact  does  not  exceed 
0. 2 p.p.m.  as  Pb.

The  Joint  Committee  of  Local  Authorities  referred  to  in  the 
Annual  Report  for  1949  was  unsuccessful  in  finding  a suitable  site 
for  refuse  disposal. 

The  Altrincham  Corporation  selected  a site  in  the  parish  of 
Bollington  comprising  some  11  acres  on  the  west  side  of  the 
Bridgewater  Canal.  The  Bucklow  Rural  •hi. strict  Council  refused 
to  grant  planning  permission  for  the  controlled  tipping  of  household 
refuse  on  this  site.  The  Corporation  appealed  against  the  refusal 
of  the  Rural  Council,  to  the  Minister  of  Town  and  Country  Planning. 
An  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  held  a Local  Enquiry  into  the 
Corporation's  appeal  on  the  16th  May,  1950 . 0n  the  7th  July,  195c * 
a communi cation  was  received  from  the  Ministry  sf  Town  and  Country 
Planning  dismissing  the  appeal  of  the  Corporation.  The  Corporation 
approached  the  Minister  of  Health  regarding  tiro  disposal  of  house 
refuse  in  the  Borough.  An  interview  took  place  at  the  office  of 
the  Ministry  in  London,  between  representatives  of  the  Ministry  and 
the  Corporation.  The  Ministry  considered  that  the  land  at  the 
Sewage  Works  was  an  ideal  site  for  the  controlled  tipping  of 
refuse,  and  there  would,  appear  to  be  no  reason  why  the  Corporation 
should  not  tip  to  a height  in  excess  of  the  surrounding  land.

The  deposit  of  house  refuse  is  now  taking  place  on  land  at  the 
Corporation  Sewage  Disposal  Form  and  the  Borough  Surveyor  has 
been  authorized  to  prepare  a scheme  for  the  controlled  tipping  of 
refuse  on  the  whole  of  the  land  available.  An  amount  of  £97^ 
has  been  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Committee  in  their  Estimates 
for  1951/52  for  excavation  of  land  for  this  purpose.

The  slaughterhouses  situate  in  Moss  Lane  and  taken  over  by  the 
Ministry  of  Food  in  194O,,  are  still  in  their  tenancy.  The  whole 
surface  of  the  top  yard  has  been  relaid  with  concrete  during  the 
year.  The  carcases  and  organs  of  all  animals,  including  casualty 
and  emergency  slaughter  are  examined  and  certificates  are  issued  by 
your  Meat  inspector  to  the  Ministry  in  all  cases  where  carcases, 
parts  of  carcases  and  organs,  are  found  to  be  unfit  for  human 
consumption.  The  Ministry  are  responsible  for  the  disposal  of 
unfit  meat. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  on  different  occasions, 
a number  of  pigs  (Swine  Fever  Contacts)  were  sent  in  for  slaughter 
and  your  Inspector  found  a total  of  eight  pigs  affected  with  swine 
fever.  This  position  was  reported  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
for  necessary  action.

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Clean  Food  Campaign . 


In  my  last  report  mention  was  made  of  the  method  of  transport 
of  meat  from  the  Ministry  of  Food  Slaughterhouse  Depot  to  the 
retail  butchers'  shops. 

A meeting  was  arranged  when  representatives  of  the  Ministry  of 
Food  met  a Sub-Committee  of  the  Council  and  suggestions  v/ere  made 
regarding  improvements  and  replacement  of  roller  shutters  instead 
of  side  curtains  to  the  vehicles,  I am  pleased  to  report  that  the 
old  vehicles  have  now  been  taken  off  service  and  four  new  steel 
lined  vehicles  fitted  with  hanging  hooks  and  side  roller  shutters 
have  been  put  into  service.  In  addition  new  galvanized  offal 
containers  have  teen  provided,  and  this  allows  of  ready  and  easy 
cleansing,  and  cleaner  handling  of  meat  for  human  consumption. 
Wooden  floor  racks  have  also  been  provided  at  the  Depot  for  use  in 
connection  with  the  reception  of  frozen  meat. 

Byelaws  made  under  section  15  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,193op 
for  securing  the  observance  of  sanitary  and  cleanly  conditions  and 
practices  in  connection  with  the  handling,  wrapping  and  delivery 
of  food  and  sale  of  food  in  the  open  air,  were  made  and  came  into 
operation  on  the  11th  day  of  September,  1950- 

Twenty-  seven  visits  have  been  made  to  cafes,  catering 
establishments  and  restaurants  regarding  cleanliness,  preparation 
of  food  and  methods  adopted  for  washing  purposes.

Morris, 
left  the  service  of  this  Authority  on  15th  July,  195° • His 
successor,  Mr.  G.H. Bourne,  commenced  on  9tM  October,  195^. 
Shortage  of  staff  during  this  period  caused  a curtailment  of  the 
work  of  the  department.
